' Crallas had paſt the Adriattick Sea, the ſame 
Fleet which tranſported his Army out of Ita- 


{y,brought Pompey's into it, he was receiv'd 
all che way in Tryumph, but cſpecially at 
Rome, where notwithſtanding the genezous 
Ventidins and my prayers the vntortunate 
'Tygranes compos'd a part of it, This miſc« 
rable Prince who had ina ſhore tyme reſcn« 
ted the two greatelt extreames , was no more 
able to endure the latter , than he had bin ro 
keepe the former; and though he were not 
bleſt with reſolution enough to oppoſe the 
yice, yethe was to avoyde- the ſhame ofit, 
which he cvinc't by the ſad demonſtration 
of becoming his owne Exccutioner. The 
Gods ſhall be my record, that | ſhed 
Teares of preife for the death of him, that 
would have ſhed ſome of a contrary nature

your Liberty, This Gentleman who was fo 
much your Enemy., and your Freind , is in 
the latter Quality ſo much Mine,thatthough 
he is call'd Pharaſmenes aſwell as I, yet there 
is as high an <quality between our Mindes,as 
berweene our Names; in-his ſuccefle againſt 
you , he receiv'd ſome ſuch wounds , that 
though they were not as dangerons as yours, 
yerthey were in ſuch vnfortunateand incon- 
venicnt places, that he has not bia able ts 
pay you thoſe viſits , which he knowes is 
duc to your vertue, aſmuch asto your qua- 
lity ; *ewas therefore that-I being ſooner re= 
cover'dof Mine, he enjoyn'd me to ſupply 
his-place; but Sir that you may ſee his con- 
ccrne in you extends further than thefor- 
mall. partes 0: humanity, he has-now ſent 
me to you , not only to let you know there is 
an exprefle order come from Rome to put 
you to Death, bur alſo ro attempt all imma- 
ginable meanes 1 can, to prevent it.

[Fhe next Morning knew by the publique 
voyce of the Conrt ( for I durſt neithet fatis< 
fy my apprehenſions, or duty, by a perſonall 
witt; or:-by.employing any of my Domeſticks 
tb:doe it) that the-Princeſle was in a Feaver, 
which by giveing fo litle hopes in the begin- 
ing , made the Philitians with Teares appre- 
hendche concluſion; butit was roo-violenet, - 
to continue long our ſuſpenſions , and 1 was 
ſztisfy'd of hirrecovery,before any (ymtomes 
af it, by ,knowipg the Gods would nor give 
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mie (o certain a Cure of my Miſery , as the 
Death of my Princeſſe , and conſequently 
myae. At laſt hir-Feaver left hir , when the 
Phiſicians had done ſo, & the generous Pas 
cerus who. had ty'd his Fate to Altezteras ; 
began:to cherrith his owne Life, when he was 
afluc'd of hirs, buc-ill then , he contributed 
all he could toaccompany hir; andthe more 
certainly-roeffeCt ir, he had ſciz'd on. a Pons 
yard which he lay'd by. him, in expeQation 
of the fatall Newes. ' T was in-this 1 diſclos'd 
(and perhapps Altezeera too.) the diſpropor- 
tion of ur Paſſions; for 1 needeed but the 
bare knowledge of- bir Death,toact my owne; 
whereas Pacorus to reach his , mult have bin 

neceſſitated: to.jmake uſe of his'Relolationz 
afwell as Love; It may-be this kagwledge. ins 
vited Phraatcs a while to ſilence, which, his 
virtue would notthave kept.; Pacorus, and I, 
who were molt concern'd in Altezeeras/ hex 
Ith, as if ic had bin by a ſympatheticall1opg- 
ration, recover'd our owne , proportionatly 
as ſhee. did birs, This was the: caule. thar the 
firſt day I wepe into the Pallace Gardey, ; p- 
on which my Appartment anſwer'd ,;Alte- 
Zecra went thitherallo( *twas the firſt tyME 
I 
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1 had (cene hir ſince hir ſickneſle, or tecoves 
Ty) 1 witlomit my confuſtons ; and my dif- 
orders,whilft I congratulated the latter,which 
as ſooneasThad, as-if it had bin without de- 
ſgne, by degrees ſhee ſeparated hir ſelfe from 
the company , & after having receiued ſome 
freſh convincemerits that I was Artavaſdes; 
ſheeacknowledg'd noſmall-joy'thatl was re- 
tored from i Sickneſle ; which ſhe juſtly 
conſider'd as a tribute to hirs; but being de- 
termin'd not toloſe ſo happy an oppertunity 
tolearne'my-Fate, which the Anthres of it 
too preſerited me, Ttold hir.- H 1 conſider 
Madam my recovery with any joy, 'tis only 
becanſe you ſeeme to doe fo, and out ofa 
hope that that Life which has by twice pre- 
ſeryeing Pacorus's, *rwice eſtabliſhe the feli- 
ity of yours, is ſtill continu'd by the Gods, 
for the ſame end, though by the ſame way ; 
Yes Madam, 1am readdy not only toemploy 
my Life, butto tay it downe in o glorious 
an'occafion, though'it were as full of felici- 
ties/;aSin'thole happy dayes , wherein my 
*Srigeefſe\vas Sins IR * by promiſe, as 
het is now my Ryyalls by poſſeſſion. But 
Madam, did I'nvt conclude the Gods rc- 
[1 Cons < of ww > we mae mas ww * Ntor'd 
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reſtor'd my health upon this, or ſome reſem- 
bling ſcore, | ſhould efteeme it as tranſcend- 
enta milcry ,as1 [hall a bleſling, if they have 
done it for that end: Neither need 1, tor the 
only care of my miſcrics be oblig'd to my rc« 
ſolution, bat Reaſon , which convinces me 
*tyere a lefle misfortunc to have Artavaldes 
in the Armesof Death , than to have him ſce 
the faire Altezecra in Pacorus's. The Gods 
ſhall be my Witneſles ( ſhe reply'd, pulling 
downe hir vaile to cover hir bluſhes ) thatif 
] yeelded not to my lalt Sickneſle,'twas more 
npon Artavaſdes'saccompt, than my owne; 
who had I knowne him (lll ro be whatheis,
